“It can happen here,” said Dr. Harold E. Pinkston in 
reference to the horrible, incredible mass suicide-murder 
last week in’ a Jonestown Guyana religious cult com- 
mune, which sent severe shock-waves streaking across 
the entire free world with lightening ‘speed. 

Dr. Pinkston, minister and founder of Good Shepherd 
Baptist Church, 1555 E. Hudson St., and a Professor of 
English at Ohio Wesleyan University at Delaware, O., 
said the mass suicide murder of the Jim Jones cult, “is 
almost as unspeakable as it is pathetic and tragic.” 

As a result of the tragic event and the concerns ram- 
pant among people of goodwill, both black and white, 
Dr. Pinkston, with the assistance of Rev. Cleophus Kee, 
minister of Twelfth Ave. Baptist, 1561 Dell Ave., plan an 
“open lecture series course on ‘Cults and Cultism.” 

The first in the series is set for Tuesday, Dec. 12, from 
6:45 to 7:30 p.m. at Good Shepherd Baptist. Although 
sponsored jointly by the two prominent church leaders, 
the course will be taught by Dr. Pinkston. It will be open 
to the general public. 

A former instructor at the Methodist Theological 
Schoot in Delaware, Dr. Pinkston has done research in 
West Africa, with the primitive and traditional religion of 
the indigenous people south of the Sahara Desert, in- 
cluding in his travels in such countries as Sierre Leone, 


_ Liberia, the Ivory Coast, the Gold Coast, Togo and 


Dahomey. 

He aiso Studied and lectured at the University of 
Ghana and. the University of Kumasi in. Ghana; West 
Africa and has led study tours to the Holy Land’ and 
Eastern Europe. Also England, Sweden, Denmark, 
Poland, Czechoslovakia, Austria and Germany. His post- 
doctoral research took him to the Polynesian, 
Micronesian, and the Melanesian culture in the Pacific 
Southwest, including the Islands of Hawaii, Fiji, Tonga, 
American and Western Samoa and Tahiti. 

While teaching at the Theological School, Dr. Pinkston 
taught Hev. Key in a course titled “Nativistic Cults and 
Revitilization Movements.” Rev. Kee recently received 
his Master's of Divinity Degree from the Seminary. 

In a joint statement announcing the lectures, they 
noted that we join fellow clergy in addressing a “distur- 
bing question that has resulted in mass death in recent 
days as a result of cultic influence gn the church.” Text 
of their statement: 

The tragedy of the mysterious Guyana, S. America 
mass suicide-murder of the recent Jim Jones cult is 
almost as unspeakable as it is pathetic and tragic. The 
problem, in Black as well as other communities, is, why 
are so-called religious or Christian people so attracted

Olde Towne East, a 
neighborhood organization 
actively promoting rein- 
vestment. in‘the Near East 
Side, is now trying to do 
something about the 
threatened displacement of 
low-income families, as 
Property values begin to 
rise. 

Having worked success- 
fully to establish a Near 
East Side Historic District, 
the dargest such district in 
the country, Olde Towne 
discussed the much dis- 
cussed displacement 
problem in a lenghty 
resolution adopted at a 
recent meeting. 

The resolution 


acknowledges the 
organization's civic 
responsibility not to 
displace people into other 
neighborhoods whose 
taxes are helping pay for 
the revitalization of Olde 
Towne East through 
various government 


programs. It goes on the 
commit the 150-member 
organization to a broad 
range of actions aimed at 
“maintaining neighbor- 
hood diversity” in Olde 
Towne East. 
As a first step, the group 
resolves to increase in- 
volvement of the “total 
community” in its activities 
by expanding membership. 
It proposes to sponsor 
programs that will “help 
neighbors get to know 
each other better and in- 
crease mutual respect 
among groups of different 
social and cultural back- 
round.”

COWC is a separate, 
non-profit corporation 
operated by its own board 
and staff. 

Severe cutbacks in 
Medicaid payments for 
abortions have resulted 
from Congressional action. 
Medicaid will pay only 
when the woman's life is in 
danger, when ~ pregnancy 
results from rape or incest 
promptly reported to police 
or a public health agency, 
and when two physicians 
agree that severe and 
long-lasting physical 
health damage will result 
from continuation of. the 
pregnancy. 

“These restrictions 
create a standard of 
morality for indigent 
women while allowing a 
different set of standards 
for women who can afford 
abortions,’ Dr. Chapman 
said. 

Those who cannot afford 
the $175 fee charged by 
Columbus abortion clinics 
are forced to continue with 
an unwanted pregnancy. 
This often results in an 
unhealthy environment for 
both mother and baby. 
COWC will charge a fee of 
$175 for those who can af- 
ford to pay. Others may 
pay considerably less. In- 
come documentation will 
be required. 

In an attempt to reduce 
the number of repeat 
abortions, a free year of 
contraceptive services will 
be offered, a method which 
has been successfully em- 
ployed by other non-profit 
clinics. 

Counseling, before and 
after the pregnancy term- 
ination, will be required of 
all patients and altern- 
atives to abortion will be 
stressed.

Included are the Millenarian, Millenium, Melanesian, 
Micronesian, Polynesian, Messianic Pocomanian cults; 
Moonies, the Leroy Jenkins’ movement, Father Divine 
Movement, Daddy Grace, the Barefoot and Mink-Coat 
Prophets, Black storefront churches, and Muslims; the 
Pyramids, the black sabbath witches, Prophet Pryor, 
Prophet Cherry, secret societies, the Jesus freaks, Rev. 
Ike, Rev. Jim Jones and others, the text concluded. 

They invite all to come, participate and understand. 
“The salvation of our community might depend on our 
understanding and our buffer against fear, doubt and ex- 
ploitation.” 

Rev. Kee, the project coordinator, stressed that the 
seminars will not be geared to 12th Ave. and Good 
Shepherd's membership, nor to any denomination, but 
for the entire community. 

In the meantime, victims of the mass suicide-muider, 
many of them Black Americans, mounted to more than 
900 at the last report. Among the victims of the mad- 
incredible slaughtering, were U.S. Rep. Leo J. Ryan, (D- 
California) and three newsmen. 

Jim Jones, founder of the Peoples’ Temple, home 
based in San Francisco, moved the cult center to the 
Guyanian jungle commune in August 1977, according to 
informed sources. : 

Following the killing of Ryan and the three American 
newsmen, Jones, for reasons that will probably never be 
known in detail, called his followers into assembly and 
informed them that the time has come to meet in another 
place. 

Having fully rehearsed with his congregation massive 
self-destruction, he reportedly instructed each man, 
woman and child to consume a concoction of Kool-Aid 
and cyanide. When his order was carried out, the 
congregation, with only a handful escaping, had been 
virtually wiped out. 

The past weekend, an estimated 910 bodies had been 
collected from the dense jungles and flown to Dover, 
Delaware to await identification and ultimately interment. 

Although noted Psychologists have voiced various 

opinions as to the magic influence cult leaders hold over 
their followers, the question of how a group like the 
People's Temple could attract hundreds of apparently 
sound-minded persons to a remote jungle and induce, 
them to take their own lives, will be around for a long 
time. . 
That is the primary question Dr. Pinkston and Rev. Kee 
plan to deal with during a series of hopefully informative 
lecturers. Dr. Pinkston, with an enormously rich 
background in religious history, is convinced that the 
tragedy of the Guyana jungles could happen right here 
in Columbus, for as he put it, “the people here are 
susceptible to cultism.”

page account of the Urban 
League's findings about 
national black progress, 
noting that it is virtually a 
myth. This story had 
headline notice, but the 
same issue contained a 
report on black action 
locally-spread throughout 
the paper in many compli- 
mentary ads of major com- 
panies - most of which 
proudly displayed pictures 
of black persons on the 
staffs. 

The Sunday edition of 
the Columbus Dispatch 
also carried a front page 
story of local black 
business ventures. The 
number that could be cited 
was very few. The sum 
total of it all brings forth 
the true situation of the 
black man. He has been 
woven into white collar 
employment, and has 
established the three class 
system in the nation - the 
very rich, the middle class 
and the working class. 

The detailed Urban 
League .account went into 


message from the white 
man to the black man 
about underwriting his 
welfare in the future. 

The CALL & POST 
spread on blacks testifies 
to one thing though-the 
black man has moved up 
to white collar positions in 


business rather than being ° 


confined to swinging a 
mop, opening the door for 
a white visitor, shinning 
shoes or polishing brass. 
He is in office work with 
more responsibilities than 
he used to have as a mere 
figurehead. 

Contrast the difference - 
a black lawyer was given a 
desk job at the old govern- 
ment depot during the lat- 
ter oart of World War Il.

Today we see changes 
galore, but what do they 
represent - progress or 
another concession from 
the white world like that 
lawyer aot? It is progress 
learning ‘toward fair em- 
ployment, but it is not 
achievement. 
Achievement amounts to 


what people do for them- 


selves on their own. What 
can the black man point 
out to illustrate such ac- 
tions? Not much of 
anything. The most 
challenging goal is for the 
black man to reach for 
financial wealth, so that he 
can erect factories and 
businesses which, in turn, 
will take thousands of 
blacks off relief and off the 
streets. This is the major 
task before the black 
people of this nation, not 
how much more help he 
ean weasel out of the 
nation, but what can he do 
on his own? 

There is a lot a mons 
among black people io 
build in that direction. 
There are millions of 
dollars out ‘thar’ in ‘them’ 
night spots, stock cars, 
fine homes, easy living, ex- 
pensive pets, partying, 
mansion-like churches, 
luxury trips abroad - the 
possibilities are infinite. 

Let us take a prime 
example of what a race 
can do. There, ho doubi, is 
very little unemployment 
among - Jews. They hire 


themselves when the gen- 


tiles refuse. That is the 


‘60's. He may not aspire for 
medais of recognition from 
other nationals, but he cer- 
tainly must think about 
taking care of himself with 
self-reliance rather than by 
the other man, 

The black man has ‘o 
pull himself away from the 
postion of’the grasshopper 
that played all summer 
while the ant worked to 
store-up winter provisions 
and, when winter came, 
the grasshopper had to 
beg for help from the ant. 

We cannot boast of 
achievement until we, as a 
people, are independently 
on our own-until we can 
reduce those high _ per- 
centage figures of black 
unemployment close. ‘o 
zero. Achievement does 
not result from self- 
boasting, but lies with 
what the people do for 
themselves. That evokes 
the admiration of. other 
people. Frugality, self- 
sacrifice and _ sincere 
devotion to toil in order to 
reach a goal, result in ac- 
complishments others will 
admire.

Who Speaks -For The Negro - 


A book written at the height of the 
civif rights movement of the 
nineteen-sixties by the poet and 
novelist Robert Penn Warren ap- 
peared under the rhetorical title: 
“Who Speaks for the Negro?” The 
title was rhetorical because Warren 
sought to explode the myth that 
blacks constituted a monolithic 
group, lacking diversity in their 
political and economic attitudes. 

It is perhaps only in the area of 
race relations,’ specifically racial 


discrimination, that blacks come 


anywhere near a consensus of 
thought and feeling. The title Warren 
chase represented a bit of “down- 
home" signifying; it was an attempt 
to expose the verbal wedge white 
liberals used to stalemate debate 
between the integregationist and 
black nationalist ideologies.

Even the problem of 
what to do with the uranium after the - 
process, incorrectly called the waste, 
is a responsibility of the U. S. govern- 
ment. 

Dr. Chauncey Starr, founding 
president and now vice chairman of 
the Electric Power Research in- 
stitute, told an audience full of ultra 
conservative Commonwealth Club of 
California members. “The utility in- 
dustry has urged the development of 
the fast breeder, which uses uranium 
about 60 times more effectively than 
present nuclear plants.” 

In response to a question from the 
audience, Dr. Starr stated the utility 
industry was always prepared to pro- 
duce electricity by the fast breeder 
method from the beginning. Only the 
governmnet aided and abetted by en- 
vironmentalists have evaded the de- 
velopment of this lower cost energy 
producing method. 

Dr. Starr sees solar, the temper- 
atures of ocean water, winds, waves, 
biomass and the earth's heat as 
energy sources as mirages, espec- 
ially solar energy which requires very 
expensive installation. 

Dr. Starr estimates a cost factor of 
10 times or more for the use of these 
alternative sources of energy for 
electricity. Any increase in the cost 
_of fuel for energy is likely to find its 
way on the backs of Biack America. 
Yellow cake is not black, but its cost 
stands a good chance of being 
“cheaper than black gold, oil.

While not too much has been said 
about it, present indicators are that a 
large number of the people dead in 
the Rev. Jim Jones’ macabre episode 
in Guyana, are Blacks, also that 
large numbers of Blacks are wor- 
shippers in the Peoples Temples in 
several California cities. 

California abounds with cults of 
every kind and discription. While 
racial barriers exist in some, those 
that seek mass support, have 


realized that religious fervor runs 


high among Blacks, and that they are 
as gullible to White hucksterism as 
to Black. 

The tragedy at Jonestown has 
shocked the world. What h 
is religious fanactism at its unbelie- 
vable worst. Some of the survivors 
are Black and, from their lips have 
come some details of that sad day in 
Jonestown. 

There has been many religious 
charlatons in the past who have gar- 
nered considerable support from 
Black worshipers, among them were 
Father Divine, Daddy Grace, Prophet 
Jones. 

Each of these and other lesser 
lights .of their ilk, during their 
ministerings, had their adherents do 
many zany things as well as contri- 
bute sizeable sums. In the name of 
the Lord, it seems that some people 
can be persuaded to do most 
anything as we well know now, even 
commit murder and suicide and, 
even kill their own children. 

The extent and size of religious 
cults in this country, raises the 
question as to what is it people ex- 
pect from religion. “The Lord will 
provide,” has been the heart of most 


religious appeals. Provide what, how - 


and when has been left up to the ex- 
tent of the belief of the followers. The 
needs, desires arid wants of the 
people are as varied as each in- 
dividual can conceive. 

One writer, some years ago said:

Has the organized, well 
established religious bodies failed 
the people? Is there some unmet 
need that the churches are in- 
different or calloused about? Does 
religion have the total answer to the 
peoples needs? Is the chucch alone 
capable of meeting these needs 
whatever they are? 

Some sixty-five years ago, Prof. 
Kelly Miller of Howard University, 
writing about the role of the church 
said: “The church preached a luke- 
warm gospel and a tepid righteous- 


ness that had reconciled iteelf with - 


arrogance of class prejudice of 
race. It attempted the dden role 
of trying to serve God and Mammon. 
The moral deluge engulfed the com- 
plaisant world with suddenness and 
shock as completely as the Mosaic 
flood startled and overwhelmed the 
convivial devotees in the days of 
Noah. The foundation was suddenly 
swept away by that hand which rules 
over events and brings to naught the 
purposes of man.” 

The over 900 dead in the jungles of 
Guyana, all died because of the 
religious fanaticism of one 
_misguided man who garnered under 

«his leadership thousands of people 
who thought they rightly interpreted 
what they thought he said. 

With the separation of church and 
state as is now legally adhered to in 
the United States, is there anything 
‘the federal and state governments 
can do to avoid a repetition of the 
holocaust at Jamestown? Surely 
some kind of restraints or super- 
vision must be found for the protec- 
tion of the ignorant and the gullible. 

Exploitation of the people in the 
name of the Lord must be stopped.

| suspect that black children whether 
from poor middie income families, 
suffer from cultural and social isolation 
to a much greater extent than do their 
white peers. This isolation fosters within 


the black child feelings of incompetence - 


and passivity, because of his inability to 
locate his own personal needs within that 
larger ‘social world which makes 
demands of his allegiance and self- 
‘definition, The cultural style, the visual 
images, the very language of intimacy 
and public discourse reinforces the white 
child's self-concept, not matter his 
cultural and economic standing, while 
making the black's ever more 
problematic. 

Accordingly, the white child's poverty 
or cultural disadvantage relative to the 
white middle-class child does not create 
as wide a gap in attitude toward learning 
and career aspirations as the gap which 
exists between black middle-class 
children and their white counterparts. 

Until we have faced the issue of early 
age self-perception among children of 
different ethnic groups, compensatery 
and affirmative action programs at a later 
stage will have at best marginal success. 
By the time the child enters high schoo! 
or even junior it’s already too late to 
check the habits. of those formative years 
when expectations and possibilities are 
entertained and firmly fixed in the con- 
sciousness of the child. 

A society which extends the child's 
dream world, which creates in children 
the interior space for self-reflection and 
reconciliation can fail in many other 
areas and yet remain a progressive and 
good soc For such a society will

While blacks have been doing battle with the forth- 
right opponents of affirmative action, a new threat has 
come up, almost unnoticed. And this threat often 
comes from our “friends” who say they support af- ~ 
firmative action programs. 

The threat lies in the definition of “minorities” that 
will included in various special programs. Back in 
the 1960s, there was little confusion about who such 
programs were for. The biack minority was perceived 
as minority most victimized by discrimination and 
therefore most in need of special assistance. 

Hispanics and Native Americans were also included 
in such definitions of minorities in need of special op- 
portunities, because they too were victimized by dis- 
criminatory practices and because race and color 
were basic factors in their victimization. 

Then others clamored for special treatment. Various 
ethnic groups pointed to the historic Hardships they 
had faced as immigrants to predominately white, 
Protestant America. 

Then the women’s movement picked up steam and 
argued for inclusion of women in “minority” programs 
on the obvious ground that women had been per- 
sistently discriminated against throughout our history. 

Now, with a big push from the Bakke decision, it is 
being asserted that anyone who comés from a back- 
ground of economic disadvantage should be given 
access to special programs. 

So the original intent of special efforts to help black 
people overcome the effects of centuries of legally 
imposed racist discrimination has been obscured, as 
special efforts are demanded by a host of other 
groups. In effect, the definition of “minority” is being 
expanded to the point where it is meaningless. 

In the process, black opportunities are being 
diluted. Thus, blacks have been placed in the position 
of confrontation with other groups for the shrinking 
opportunities our society offers. If this trend con- 
tinues, blacks will lose out and may be forced back to 
our society's lowest rungs. 

It stands to reason that if a company or a university 
aims to have, let us say, fifteen percent minority 
representation as a goal, then defining women and 
most ethnic groups as “minorities” leaves fewer 
openings for blacks. 

Affirmative action programs have to be returned to 
. the realistic social context of our society. That con- 
text is plain - black Americans have received treat- 
ment that has been different in kind from any other 
ethnic group. As a result of that heritage of oppress- 
jon, many blacks have been denied access to the 
mainstream of our society. 

‘The basic fact underlining black claims for special 
efforts to overcome that heritage is that black disad- 
vantaged was legally imposed. Slavery, peonage, 
social and economic discrimination, housing and 
school bias, all were embedded in the structure of 
American law. 

Ethnic jroups that point to the difficult times faced 
by their immigrant ancestors are right, up to a point. 
America has been harsh to many groups whose lan- 
guage, religion, or customs were perceived as differ- 
ent. But the hard times they faced were shared even 
by members of the American majority. Appalachian 
whites were treated as badly as European immigrants 
in the mines. The history of America in the nineteenth 
century is a dismal story of exploiting all labor. 

No matter how badly such groups suffered, oppor- 
tunities denied to blacks remained open to them 
Most overcame their group disadvant within a 

tion or two, gnd some achieved political power 
blacks were still denied the right to vote in 
many areas. Many of the ethnic. groups now demand- 
ma inclusion in affirmative. action programs stand 
non most indexes of social and economic well- 


The rationale for special programs to assist blacks 
‘into the mainstream recognizes the extraordinary 
special negative treatment blacks received in the 
past. It recognizes that our changed. society and 
économy no longer present opportunities to group 


advancement afforded others. Those programs should 
not be nord by slapping ghe “minority” label on 
everybody who claims it.
